HEBREWS MOBBED. 


Glase-Works Strikers. 
MILLVILLE, N. J., Sept. 21.—A number of 
poor Russian Jews find America quite home- 
like, for in this place, near which there are 


many hardships and indignities. Five bun- 


Grea boys who struck in the mills here had 
some of their places taken by the Jews. The 


firm has shut down the works, throwing out 
of employment 8,000 employes. The Boy 
strikers held a meeting Friday, and after hot 
speeches they noticed in the crow near the 
open doors a quiet and inoffensive Hebrew, 
a citizen of Millville for many years. He was 
pounced upon, fung to the ground and ter- 
ribly pummeled. Not satisfied witb beating 
him, the ring-leaders booked a stick in his 
long, flowing beard, and twisted it until the 
hair was yanked from his face. He shrieked 
for mercy, but his tormentors shouted 
defiantly. Scores of citizens stood calmly 
and made no attempt to rescue him. He 
might have been murdered but for the ap- 
pearance of another Hebrew who innocently 
came up to find ont the cause of the disturd- 
ance. His approach was the signal for an- 
other onslaught. At the instant he was 
sighted the mob turned on Mm with sticks 
and clubs and chased him through the 
streets. He easily out-distanced his pursuers 
and reaching his house he barricaded every 
door and window, and the boys went away 
after threatening to burn nis house if he did 
not leave town inside of twenty-four hours. 
Other Hebrews who were encountered in the 
streets were captured and marched to the 
depot and ordered to leave by the first train, 
the strikers standing guard over them until 
the train pulled out. From oneof the ip 

coming trains two Hebrew peddlers got of 
and started up town with their packs. They 
had not walked thirty yards before they were 
pounced upon and hammered with sticks and 
brickbats. Then they were dragged back to 
the train, put aboard, and warned never to 
put foot again in Millville. 

GENERAL RAID ON HEBREWS. 

By this time the strikers were ready for an- 
other meeting and at night when they re- 
assembled at the rink they were breathing 
threats of vengeance against every Hebrew 
in the community., Tune strikers solemnly 
swore not to go back to work until every 
Hebrew in Millville had been driven beyond 
the city limits. Then they started on an- 
other raid. Thistime they carried hickory 
clubs. The procession created a sensation 
as it moved through the streets with faming 
torchlights, pans of red fire and Roman can- 
dies. They had been joined by hundreds of 
sympathizers and all the hoodlum element of 
the town. The procession visited every 
house tn town in which a Hebrew was 
thought to be hidden. Notices were ieft 
commanding every one to leave town before 
sundown on Saturday. Whenevera Hebrew 
was encountered he was beaten nearly into 
insensibility and ordered to clear out at once 
and to tell all the members of his race to get 
out as quickly as possible or they would be 
killed and their homes destroyed. 

Saturday there was an exodus of Hebrews, 
some leaving dy train, some by wagon and 
many who had no meansto pay their trans- 
portation went afoot.

TASCOTT AN INDIAN. 


A New Story About the Murderer of 
Millionaire Snell. 


FRANK TASCOTT NEGOTIATES FOR HIS 
BROTHER’S SURRENDER. 


Inspector Marsh’s Statement—Tascott 
Alleged to Have Joined the Turtle 
Mountain Indians—A St. Paul Law 
yer’s Statement—Rioct at a Bull Fight— 
A Bloody Tragedy. 


Curcaco, II., Sept. 21.—The fact has just 
Geveloped that Frank Tascott, a brother of 
Tascott,thealleged murderer of Amos J. Snell, 
held extended negotiations with the police 
authorities some six months ago looking to 
the surrender of his brother. The terms on 
which the surrender was to be made were 
that an indictment for burglary against the 
noted fugitive was to be nollie prossed and 
that he was to be paid the reward of $50,000 
Offered by the relatives of the dead 
man for his capture, to be used in 
his defense against the charge 
of murder. The negotiations, 
however, finally fell through, Frank Tascott, 
becoming suspicious that the police depart- 
ment would not give his brother fair treat- 
ment. These facts are admitted by Police 
Inspector Marsh, who was, at that time, 
Chief of Police. Mr. Marsh never knew 
where Tascott was in hiding. Detective 
Duffy, who was concerned in the negotia- 
tions, said thatin his opinion the evidence 
against Tascottis not sufficient to convict 
him. 

The reportorial queries which brought out 
theabove statements were started by a dis- 
patch from St. Paul, Minn. The dispatch 
said that the now notorious fugitive, two 
Gays after Snell's murder, arrived at st. 
Paul, where he remained a week. 
Thence he went to Winnipeg, thence to 
a farm fifty miles from that point, 
and eventually to Turtle Mountain Reserva- 
tion, where he joined the Indians and is now 
a member of the Turtle Mountain band, hav- 
ing adopted the Indian costume and customs 
and married a squaw. W. W. Erwin, a St. 
Paul lawyer, tells the following story in con- 
nection with the case: 

One day last February or March a man 
came into my office and introduced himseif 
as Samuel G. Golden of St. Johns, Roulette 
County, N. D. He startled me by declaring 
he knew where Tascott was and had seen him 
a Gozen times recently. Tascott, he said, had 
dechred to him that te” would give bimself 
up H he could have the written assurance of 
the State’s Attorney of Cook County, III., that 
he would move on his arraignment that the 
sentence would be imprisonment for life m- 
stead of hanging. Mr. Golden said he had a 
letter in his pocket from a near relative of 
Tascott, in which the proffer of surrender 
was made. Golden said Tascott was with the 
Turtle Mountain Indians. 


BLOODSHED AT A DANCE. 


WALTER MOORE KILLS WILLIAM OTTIMUS AND 
WOUNDS HIS VICTIM'S BROTHER. 


Arorsra, Ga. Sept. 21.—A murder was com- 
mitted in the county Saturday night on 
Campbelil’s plantation, on the Milledgeville 
road. Walter Moore shot and Killed William 
Ottimus and wounded Mack Ottimus, a 
brother of the murdered man. Campbell had 
prepared a barbecue and gave a dance for 
the negroes in the neighborhood at night, in 
order to sell liquor. Moore and the Ottimus 
brothers were among those who went to the 
dance. About midnight Wm. Ottimus, in 
entering the dancing hall, brushed 
against Moore, who was dancing. Moore 
asked Ottimus what be meant by it. Ott! 
mus told him he did it unintentionally. 
Moore cursed Ottimus and told him he was 
going to burn him. He threw his hand on his 
hip pocketand Ottimus started to advance 
upon him. Moore pulled his pistol and fired. 
The first shot struck Ottimus in the base of 
the neck, the second in the thigh. He fell 
and died in twenty minutes. Mack Ottimus 
seeing his brotlLer being shot to death 
advanced toward Moore, and as he did the 
murderer fred his third shot at Mack and 
struck him in the breast. When Mack’s shirt 
was being taken out of the wound the bullet 
came with it. He will die. After the shoot- 
ing the lights in the room were blown out 
and a general fight took place, in which 
Moore was cut turee times in the back and 
struck on the head as he jum ped out of the 
window and ran away.

ENGLAND, ITALY, GERMANY AND AMERICA WILL 
UNITE INA NAVAL DEMONSTRATION. 
New Ton, Sept. 21.—A special cable dis- 
patch to the WorLp from Rome says the 
Tribunaannounces that England, Italy, Ger- 
many and the United States have decid- 
ed to make a naval demonstration in 
Chinese waters, and that the command of 
the combined fleet will be given to the Duke 
of Genoa. This, it is said, will result in the 
non-intervention of France and Russia. The 
visit of the Duke or Genoa to England is said 
to be for the purpose of conferring with the 

British Government on the subject. 

It is understood that the delay in this 
movement has been due entirely to jealousy 
of the powers interested, each wanting to 
lead and impress China with its superiority 
over the others. 

The fact that Russia and France will stand 
aloof in the proposed demonstration is re- 
garded as significant in Rome. 


BRITISH TOPICS, 


SIR JOHN GORST BREAKS Or NAW DIREC- 
TION. 

Loxpow, Sept. 21.—Sir John E. Gorst, Po- 
litical Secretary of the India Office, who, 
according to popular report, was to have 
succeeded the late Postmaster-General 
Raikes, in an interview to-day upon the land 
question declined to commit himself to any 
definite plan forthe settlement of this griev- 
ance. He said, however: 

Something must be and will be done, or a 
revolution is certain. I don’t mean a bloody 
revolution, but I mean that the people 
will demand possession of the land 
they lve upon. They have now 
the power to do so and they are 
dissatisfied with their present lot. Conse- 
quently they will have things altered. AI- 
lotments may palliate, but they will not solve 
the difficulty. The Conservatives ought to 
attempt the solution of anything that would 
stop emigration and keep the people from 
flocking in the towns. Give them an interest 
in the soil; thatis true conservatism. I am 
pow inguiring into the condition of the rural 
laborers and the smaller class of farmers. I 
am a learner anda gieaner, by personal con- 
tact, of facts which will justify me to form a 
definite policy upon the English land ques- 
tion. 

Considerable attention has been attracted 
towards Sir John Gorst, whoisa member of 
the Royal Labor Commission since June last, 
when in a remarkable outburst of plain 
speaking in the House of Commons, he ex- 
pressed contempt for certain members of the 
Ministry. His present utterance would seem 
to indicate that the appointment of Sir James 
Fergusson as Postmaster-General bas caused 
him to break out in anew direciion. The 
Star to-day predicts that he will be the lead- 
ing Tory Democrat,’’ and intimates that he 
is preparing to bid high for the rural vote. 

THE NEW POSTMASTER-GEFNERAL. 

Sir James Fergusson, Political Secretary of 
the Foreign Office, has been appointed to the 
office of Postmaster-General, made vacant 
by the death of Henry Cecil Raikes. 

Sir James Fergusson, X. C. M. G., was born 
in 1832, and was at one time a member of the 
Grenadier Guards. Hewas wounded at the 
battle of Inkeman during the Crimean war. 
From 1863 to 1873 he was Governor of South 
Australia; Governor of New Zealand from 1872 
to 1854; Governor of Bombay from 1990 to 1635. 
In the latter year he returned to England and 
was elected member of Parliament for North- 
east Manchester. Since that time he has 
been continuously in Parliament. He mar- 
ried Lady Edith Christian in 1659; in 1871 Lady 
Edith died and in 1673 Sir James took a sec- 
ond wife, the daughter of John Henry Rich- 
man of South Australia. This lady died in 
158.

STRICKEN SPAIN. 


A Hurri cane Adds to the Flood Damage at 
Consuegra. 

MADRID, Sept. 21.—A hurricane yesterday 
evening has added to the damage done by 
the recent floods tothe unfortunate town of 
Consuegra. Many of the houses, previously 
undermined or otherwise weakened by the 
floods, collapsed last night beneath the force 
of the wind. The last news from the flood- 
stricken districts is that there has been a 
noticeable increase of deaths, apart from the 
lives which were destroyed in the floods. 
The horrible condition of the towns and vil- 
lages, where many bodies of men and ani- 
mals lie unburied, is said to be the cause of 
the mortuary increase, which creates great 
alarm. The Queen Regent has instructed 
the authorities to pay attention especially to 
the burial of bodies of all kinds, and the 
necessary sanitary precautions before doing 
anything else, and there seemsto be a dis- 
position to carry out the order faithfully. A 
severe epidemic of influenza has broke out at 
Badajos, capital of the province of that 
name. There are already over 2,00 severe 
cases of that disease in that city mentioned 
and it is feared that the epidemic will 
spread over Spain. 


A HURRICANE PASSING NORTH. 
BERMUDA, Sept. 21.—The barometer yester- 
day morning stood at 29:30. A hurricance is 
passing towards the north, where vessels 
should keep careful lookout, as this seems a 
storm of great magnitude.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 21.—Phillip Cullen and 
his wife, residing at No. 2 Norfolk avenue, 
went to early mass yesterday leaving their 
baby, John, 6 months old, locked in a room 
off the kitchen.

They Perished in a Livery Stable Fire 
on Easton Avenue. 


A HORRIBLE HOLOCAUST AT AN EARLY 
HOUR THIS MORNING. 


Frank Bingham, a Stable Hand, and Seven 
Horses Burned to Death—Wild Stam- 
pede of the Animals—Losses Sustained 
on Property Adjacent to the Stable— 
Cause of Fire Unknown. 


At 3:55 o’clock this morning fire broke out 
in the carriage shed in the rear of Hinde & 
Whipple’s livery stable, 3144, 3146 and 3148 
Easton avenue. The shed contained vehicles 
of every kind on the first floor and hay was 
stored in the loft. The shed was triangular 
in form and was bounded on the north side 
bp the alley immediately in the rear of 
Easton avenue, on the southwest 
side by an alley that runs diagonally 
from Easton avenue, and on the east side by 
private sheds. The wind was blowing from 
the southeast and the flames quickly ‘crossed 
the alley diagonal to Easton avenue and 
reached the sheds in the rear of 1104 and 1106 
Compton avenue. The smoke and heat 
awoke Edward Hamils, colored, living in the 
rear of 3154 Easton avenue, and he ran in his 
night-clothes to No. 17 engine-house, near 
by. Officer Martin Head reached the scene 
and sounded an alarm from the engine 
house, but some one else turned on an alarm 
from box 324 on Garrison and Easton av- 
enues, and in addition to Company 17, Com- 
panies 4, 21 and 10 responded.

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SUPT. LONG’S EXPLANATION. 


The article in the Sunpay Post-D1s- 
PATOH containing interviews with Presi- 
dent Mn of the School Board and 
Supt. Lona favoring the use of detectives 
to hunt immoral teachers out of the 
schools has elicited a letter from Supt. 
Lone, which will be found in another 
column, with other contributions on the 
same subject. 

Although Supt. Lone says in his letter 
of explanation that our Sunday report of 
his interview did not correctly reproduce 
what he said and is misleading, a 
comparison of his own amended 
statement ot his remarks with 
the report of the interview leaves the 
reader of both ata loss to know wherein 
the report is misleading. It did not rep- 
resent him as suspecting all the teach- 
ers or as desiring to place any 
but a limited number under detective 
espionage, as occasion may arise for ferret- 
ing out slanderous statements and charges 
of immorality against particular teachers. 
To this position he adheres in his letter, 
and to this position of himself and Presi- 
dent MILLER the strictures of the SUNDAY

Here isa very important new departure 
in school management favored by two of 
the most important officers of the schools 
when an election of new School Directors 
is pending, and we think it should be dis- 
cussed openly and submitted to voters at 
the polls rather than to some secret School 
Board caucus. 

When the presence of any particular 
teacher becomes a scandal tothe schools, 
that fact alone justifies the School Board in 
removing him or her, as it has the power 
todo. It does not have to callin detec- 
tives to make a police court case against 
the accused. A detective annex to the 
School Board or to the Superintendent’s 
office would be more of a terror to 
the twelve or fourteen hundred teachers 
who do not require watching than to the 
few whodo. When a detective has to be 
put upon @ woman’s track, her reputation 
is already gone, and the school is no place 
for her. If she holds her place there 
through influence and ‘‘pulls’’ that are 
scandalous in themselves, then it is time 
to put detectives on the track of the school 
directors, not of the teachers.

School Board Secret Service. 


“@uspect” Lady Teachers Promoted 
Despite Damaging Stories. 


PECULIAR METHODS OF MAINTAINING 
THE MORALITY OF THE CORPS. 


Startling Developments To-Day in the 
‘Secret Service“ Sensation—Director 
Bartholdt’s Story of “A Traditional 
Case’’—Seandals Involving School Di- 
rectors Allowed to Remain Uninvesti- 
gated—An Instanee of Sworn Affida- 
vits Disregarded — Some Significant 
Facts. 


The Suna Post-DisPpaTon’s revelation of 
the ‘‘shadowing’’ of suspect“ lady teach- 
ers in the Public Schools by order ofthe 
President of the School Board, and of a 
proposition from the principal of the Public 
Schools to establish a Secret Service Fund“ 
tobe used to pay for such ‘‘shadowing’’ 
whenever occasion arose for same, caused 
the most profound sensation yesterday, and 
now promise to result in further startling 
developments. 

The investigation was begun by the Post- 
DISPATCH withthe gure expectation that it 
would prove the storles of espionage of the 
Uves ot the lady teachers to have been entire- 
ly without foundation. Instead at that, how- 
ever, it developed the fact that a paid spy 
had at one time been employed to ‘‘shadow’’ 
lady teachers, and that a continuance of such 
secret service was deemed advisable upon 
occasion. 

With that unexpected result, there was al- 
most no limit to the possibilities of the inside 
history of the system apparently recognized 
as legitimate in the secret conclaves of School 
Board officers, and the SUNDAY Post- DIS 
PATCH accordingly presented to the public 
factsathand gained by a preliminary in- 
vestigation of this astounding condition of 
affairs. 

To day’s further developments in the sit- 
uation confirms the position taken by the 
Post-DisPaTcH and apparently call for an 
even broader and more sweeping use of the 
search light of investigation now turned 
upon such a darkcorner. There are some 
significant and, at the same time, strangely 
conflicting facts brought to ithe surface which 
should certainly demand explanation from 
the parties affected by their showing. 

One of the most remarkable of these is the 
fact that although certain charges against 
certain teachers were apparently supported 
by investigation, no action upon those 
charges has ever been taken by the School 
Board, the Teachers’ Committee, the Presi - 
dent or the Principal of the public schools. 

Another is that in one instance, where sto- 
ries affecting alike the character of a lady 
teacher and of several members of the 
Teachers’ Committee, were believed at one 
time to have sufficiently worthy of credence 
to prevent an effort to secure the promotion 
ofthe lady teacher involved in the story, 
they still were never investigated, and es- 
pecially was the connection of certain of the 
Teachers’ Committee members allowed to 
remain hidden within the official bosoms of 
the School Board. 

A still more significant addition to this es- 
pecial story is the fact that although the 
story is still told in School Board circles, the 
lady teacher in question has since secured 
the promotion that was at one time denied 
her owing to such a serious charge. 

These, and other facts whicn ure told to- 
day, surely require a definite explanation. 
MR. MILLER AGAIN INDORSES SECRET SERVICE. 

it was with this view of the startling condl- 
tion of affairs necessary to cause the acknowl- 
edged need ofa ‘‘secret service’’ system to 
maintain a paid watch over the lady teachers 
of the St. Louis public schools that tne Post-

Surely there should 
be a secret service fund upon whichI could 
draw for $50 or $100 to pay a detective for 
spotting that couple and finding out if they 
are ity or not. The name of our 
public schools demands that every teacher we 
employ should be above reproach. If there 
are ahy immoral among them they should 
be discovered and gotten rid of.“

They Make » Splendid Showing 
Parade To-Day. 


THE MARCHING CANTONS VIEWED AND 
CHEERED BY THOUSANDS. 


Arrangement of the Militants and Route 
ot the Procession—Over 50,000 Odd 
Fellows Estimated to Be in the Ot. 
Prise Drills at the Fair Ground 
Illumination To- Night. 


All through the morning hours the blow of 
trumpet and the tap of drum could be heard 
in the principal streets as cantons marched 
to and from the depot in obedience to in- 
structions from the general headquarters. 
Canton st. Louis, No. 23, was 
almost continually on the move fer the 
duty of escorting uniformed commands de- 
volved upon this young organization. In 
spite of excessive fatigue undera sweltering 
sun and in a murky and humid atmosphere, 
this organization moved with a quick step 
and piloted canton after canton to their 
destinations. 

It was noted that ununiformed lodges and 
encampments wore regalia in but few m- 
stances, the efforts of the Grand Ladge of- 
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Maj.-Gen. C. B. Foster, Commanding Division 
of the East, Patriarchs Militant. 
ficials being directed against display of that 
sort. The reason for this grows out of a ten- 
dency to dispense with regalia as lodge prop- 
erty andtoconfer degreesand work initia- 
tions by means of teams that shall carry 
all necessary regalia and para- 
phernalia with them. This absence of 
showy regalia among civic bodies added to 
the brilliancy of the military organizations. 

The buildings along the principal thorough- 
fares are gaily decked with bunting and the 
national standard, and the patriarchs’ 
colors float on the breege from many a house- 
top. 

1 HOUSING THE STRANGERS. 

The re is estimated tobe between 50,000 
and 60,000 Odd Fellowsin the city. About 
10,000 people are without assignment to lodg- 
ings, and it will be necessary for these peo- 
ple to call at the Bureau of Information after 
6 o’clock. The Bureau is located on the 
ground floor at 312 North Eighth street, 
opposite the east wing of the 
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.- Gen. John C. Underwood, 

Post-office. A flag hangs over 
the door. These people are without rooms 
owing to their own neglect, for all could have 
been provided with rooms had they called 
upon the bureau or Col. Doud during the 
morning. 

Business was quite generally suspended 
durine the afternoon and the streets were 
jammed with the hospitable citizens. All 
classes joined to do honor to the fraternity, 
and it was noticeable that members of other 
organizations displayed their badges and 
jewels and warmly applauded the marchin 
cantons. 

About 2 o’clock the procession was ex- 
pected to move, but owing to unavoidable 
delays the time of departure of the head of 
the column from the corner of Jefferson ave- 
nue and Lucas place was placed at 8 o'clock. 
At that hour three bombs boomed the signal 
and the peopie began to strain their eyes 
westward. 

The various organisations formed on the 
side streets and fell into line as the head of 
the procession moved past. 

A platoon of mounted ce cleared the 
way and caused the cro to fall back to the 
line of the sidewalk.

All the 
electric and gas lights of the regular illumin- 
ation will be lighted, and the triumphal fra- 
ternity arch over Olive street at Sixth will be 
illuminated for the first time. 

In addition to this nearly every store along 
the line of the illuminations will have every 
light burning and many will hang colored 
lanterns from the windows. The scene at 
Lucas square, where the lights are massed in 
arches across the thoroughfare, will attract 
thousands and no doubt the spot will be im- 
passa bie for hours. Along the line of the - 
luminations roman candies and rockets are 
to be set off by enterprising citizens, All the 
red and blue lights and Roman fire in the city
